ON DIVERSITY OF OPINION 

Tn certain oour.<e.s one finds the .somewhat 
di.sconcertiiijr .<iiii;ition of two jtrofessor.'^ ffiving 
entirely diffeieut view.s and different e.xphi- 
nation.s of observed phenomena. This i.s par- 
licular'.y true in tho niodii-al coiir.se, where 
most of tlie knowledge i.s pure theory — some 
of it mere conjecture. It is not siiprisinp there- 
fore, that (liftVroni men .should i)ffer different 
cxplanatiou.s for one and the .same thinp. The 
. student, however, i.s at first apt to become 
'lightly bewildorod: ho does nor know who i.* 
'ght or whether anybody at all is right. He 
ids to assume an attitude of hard-boiled 
iticism of everythvnc that is offered, good as 
as bad. 

"hero 'is however, a certain virtue in this, 
all the professors to agree for teaching 
V^. on one explanation only, it would 
5 give the student a fal.se view of llic re- 
rworth and imiHirtance of the iiiforma- 
fiaincd. and further he would inevitiibly 
o thy conclusion that all knowledge in 
celd is cut ;)nd dried, and anybody offer- 
.■(liffc^-erii \ iew woull be regarded a.s an 

aild charlatan, 
"he same state -of affairs exists in the 
.cademic .«pliere. Everybody has .some 
on on .-ome suViject. the final truth of 
h iia.s not. or can not be proven. Now, if is 
:>od thing to have an opinion; at least it is 
ign that the grey matter is functioning to 
ne extent. But it must ever be kept in mind 
ît ah opinion on the very be,st is merely an 
linion — usually theory without basis of fact 
.id Jiepcc possibly, now probably, wrong, Fur- 
hermore. there is here the ground for nlimer- 
HLS po-s-sibld differences: ihe nifrf fact that A 
greater number of peop'e hold to one opinion 
as opposed to others is no criterion of its cor- 
rectness. Indeed all revolution.^ in thought have 
Ijeen. brought about by one man opposiiig pub- 
lic — tliat is, common opinion, with his own, 
■^nd finally proving hini.self to be right, 
jir ; ]t is ouj- common weaknes.s to have far 
^r<;atei" respect and admiration for our own 
^ijlîîions thaii for any one cl.se'.s; too often we 

• ve^ij refu.se to consider any other opinion but 
ur own — as if ultimate truth had been re-
